Two Big Strikes Off. 


Pittslmrg, May H.—Two of the big 


strikes inaugurated lately were, of- 
ficially declared ended, the workmen 
in both instances being the gainer. 
Carpenters to the number of 5,000 re- 
turn to work at the maximum wags o£ 
$3.50 per day, and 2,300 structural iron 
workers will resume work at 47% 
cents an hour. Their original demand 
was 50 cents.

Want the Troops. 


Manilla. May 14.—Within thn last 


few days petitions against, removal of 
American troops have been received 
from 16 towns and villages. The rea- 
sons for these petitions are said to be 
fears of bandits after the troops have 
left. It is believed in some quarters 
that thn petitioners are more probably 
Influenced by a desire to retain the 
trade of'the American soldiers In the 
places in question than by fear of rob- 
ber depredations. 


Victim of the Garrotte. 


Manilla, May 14, — A man named 


Ricafort, convicted of murder, was ex- 
ecuted at Llngayen, capital of the 
province of Panitaslnan, Luzon. Rica- 
fort was the first murderer to be gar- 
roted since American authority has 
been established In , the Philippines. 
The officials who witnessed the execu- 
tion think the system employed in- 
sunfc 'a quicker, humane death, but 
ihat such an execution is revolting 
ta iee.

Destructive Windstorm. 


1 Brazil, Ind., May 14.—A heavy wind- 
storm which swept the southern part 
of Clay county caused the death of 
two men and considerable damage to 
buildings in this city and the sur- 
rounding territory. In the city the. 
BrosSua Dry Goods company's stores 
was unroofed and the heavy rain 
•which followed badly damaged the 
stock. David Pinney's store and the 
postofftrc wers unroofed. Meager re- 
ports from the extreme south end of 
the county show that the windstorm 
was very severe. Joe Staley and Wil- 
liam Martin, farmers living near Clay 
City, wern struck by flying timbers 
and instantly killed. Several farm- 
fcousea were demolished.

Hazleton, Pa., May 14.—The conv^en- 


tion of anthracite miners met here at 
10 a. m. behind closed doors. Presi- 
dent Mitchell ivas elected chairman 
and made an elaborate address in 
which he gave in detail. all that had 
transpired between himself and the 
coal presidents since the Shampkin 
convention. 


The 'apparent overwhelming senti- 


ment for a strike which was in evi- 
dence Monday is not quite so promi- 
nent now, an<Z predictions were freely 
made that whatever the deeisaies in 
the convention may determine upon, 
the -winning: side will have only a bar* 
majority. The indications are, how- 
ever, that the delegates favoring a 
strike are in the tnajorjty, and. will 
win their fight in the convention. The 
proposition, of the stationary firemen 
to go out with the mine workers if the 
latter will indorse the firemen's de- 
mands for a shorter workday without 
a reduction in wages, has helped to 
complicate the situation, and. no 
doubt, has had considerable to do with 
the apparent change in the sentiment 
of many miners who were for a strike. 
The radical strike -adsoeaies insist 
that the miners' union should accept 
the proposition, which would result in 
the suspension of work by the engi- 
neers, firemen arid pump runners, and 
this Tvould cause the operators a larga 
financial loss through the flooding of 
the miae -srorkiags. It is held by them 
that the min<; owners -would concede 
the men something rather than see 
their property ruined. 


President Mitchell, when asfted for 


an explicit statement sjrttinK i»rth the 
miners' demands, said that the miners 
ask for an eight-hour day, this to ap- 
ply to all men employed in and about 
the mines, and they also ask for a 20 
per cent increa.se in wages for men 
performing contract work, and an 
eight-hour day at present, 
rate of 


wages for men employed by the day 
or week. The miners also prefer an- 
nual wage agreements. The demands 
are uniform and apply to ail anthra- 
cite miners in tht1 field, except tbe de- 
mand for the weighing of coai. which 
applies only to the Lackawajina and 
Wyoming and part of the l^eaigh dis- 
trict. 


Mitchell's Statement. 


Scranton, Pa. May 'H.—Before Ira.v- 


ing for Hazl^roii. President Mitchell 
said he would advise the inen as to the 
situation, but not as to what .they 
should do. He wants the miners them- 
selves to decide whether or not to 
enter on a sti'iUr1. President Xioholls 
of the First t'.istric-t, who led ilie pro- 
strike element in hoth the Sharaokiii 
convention and Srranton meeting of 
C'lmraittfPiacn. siKuificantly remarked 
that if. ii:s opinion the miners could 
vote against a strike without endan- 
gering the prestira of the 'jnior..

yesterday sold them to the Swift peo- 
ple for ?fi.35 per cwt., the deal having 
bsen. -put through by Mr. Meeks. who 
vras upon the grotand, as was also Win.

now 1500 Ibs.. and under the terras of 
the sale they are to b«? weighed on 
Edward scales just as they coir.e from 
the feed lot.
